Starch, Modified Starches and Manioc (Cassava, Tapioca) based Sago are imported into India mainly from 
Ihile, People’s.Republic of China, Finland, France, Germany, Hong Kong, Italy, Japan, Korea RP, Malaysia, the 
5, TTiailand, USA and Vietnam. Imports of Starch have increased from 700 MT in the year 2000-2001 to about 5000 
-04. Similarly,,imports of Sago has registered a marginal increase from 3568 MT in 2000-01 to about 4000 MT in 
d imports of Modified Starches which was about 305 MT in 2000-01 increased to about 2000 MT in the year 

The representation has been examined. Since the producers of Starch, Modified Starch and Sago of India 
comprise of more than 700 small manufecturers, the representation filed by the aforesaid Associations has been 
to have been made on behalf of the Domestic Industry. It appears that, prima-fecie, the imports of Stardi, 
tarches and Ma^oc (Cassava, Tapioca) based Sago into India have caused/threatened to cause serious injury 
istic producers of Starch, Modified Starches and Manioc (Cassava, Tj^ioca) based Sago and accordingly it has 
id to initiate an investigatiem through this notice.
